"A  left  and  G  right  and  it  still  won't  open." 
One  of  the  first  problems  to  confront  incom- 
ing students  is  the  campus  mailbox.  Figur- 
ing out  the  "system"  is  a  problem  second 
only  to  course  selection,  adjusting  to  room- 
mates and  finding  one's  way  to  the  MTA  for 
the  first  trip  to  Boston. 


The  College  opened  its  doors  for 
the  126th  time  on  September  8, 
1976  welcoming  237  seniors,  393 
freshmen,  24  special  students  and 
2  consortium  enrollments. 
The  total  enrollment  marks  a 
significant  increase  in  the  size  of 
the  student  body,  indicating  a 
definite  reverse  in  the  declining 
enrollment  trend  of  the  past  few 
years  and  conversations  with 
various  members  of  the  admin- 
istration have  enabled  us  to  come 
to  the  following  conclusions  about 


our  current  student  body. 

•  Lasell's  retention  rate  remains 
consistently  high.  80%  of 
those  seniors  eligible  to 
return  registered  for  the 
1976-77  academic  year.  The 
high  percentage  of  returnees, 
plus  the  increased  number 
of  incoming  freshmen,  neces- 
sitated the  reopening  of 
four  houses  (dormitories)  on 
the  College  campus.  Career 
programs  are  still  leading  the 
way  in  enrollment  increases 
with  Retailing,  Medical 
Laboratory  Technician  and 
other  Allied  Health  fields 
leading  in  registration  figures. 

•  Approximately  24%  of  the 
Lasell  student  body  receives 
financial  aid.  A  Financial  Aid 
"package"  includes  a  loan, 
work/study,  and  a  grant  of 
some  sort.  Four  or  five 
students  are  benefiting  from 
scholarships  derived  from 
Alumnae  funds.  Work/Study 
positions  are  available  in  the 
Library,  faculty  offices,  the 
Student  Center,  cafeteria,  ad- 
ministrative offices  and 
science  labs.  One  student, 
proficient  in  five  languages,  is 
working  off  campus,  as  an  in- 
terpreter for  Massport.  The 
work/study  student  averages 
10  hours  per  week  in  her  cam- 
pus —  or  off  campus  —  job. 

•  The  average  Lasell  student 
scored  above  the  national 
mean  on  her  SAT's.  The  ma- 
jority    of     students     were 


enrolled  in  a  college 
preparatory  curriculum  in 
their  secondary  schools.  Ac- 
cording to  a  survey  ad- 
ministered to  incoming 
students,  Lasell  was  chosen 
by  entering  freshmen  because 
of  the  programs  offered,  its 
geographic  location  and 
because  it  is  a  woman's  col- 
lege. There  was  a  10%  in- 
crease in  applications  —  and 
most  of  the  students  visited 
the  campus  prior  to  enroll- 
ment. The  largest  percentage 
of  students  at  Lasell  come 
from  the  "Northeast  Corridor" 
(from  the  tip  of  Maine  to  north- 
ern Virginia).  We  have  13 
foreign  students  representing 
Japan,  Iran,  Ecuador  and  Ber- 
muda. Lasell  students  be- 
came interested  in  the  Col- 
lege by  way  of  alumnae, 
friends  and  guidance  coun- 
selors. We  have  16  freshmen 
daughters,  4  granddaughters 
and  15  senior  daughters  and  2 
granddaughters. 

Looking  ahead  to  1977-78,  those 
young  women  coming  to  the  cam- 
pus for  interviews  and  tours,  and 
applying,  are  interested  in  a 
woman's  college  and  in  career  pro- 
gramming (with  the  new  Business 
Management  program  being  well 
received  by  guidance  counselors, 
prospective  students  and  parents), 
and  are  greatly  attracted  by  the 
location  and  "have  heard  such 
good  things  about  Lasell".
